6,000 feet deep, cross an otherwise im­ 
passable river by a suspension bi idge 
made of four telegraph wires, wade 
through a jungle of sixteen miles ami 
then * limb up 6,000 feet. Uhoqquequi* 
rau lies at an elevation of about 13,OJO 
feet. 
“I believe that the place was a fort 
built by the Incas to protect them­ 
selves against attacks of the Amazon­ 
ian Indians. 
I found traces of fortifi­ 
cations, made measurements, opened 
two graves, and found many Interest 
ing relies. 
The buildings are made 
not of the finely wrought stone of the 
palaces in Cuzco, but of roughly hewn 
stone, cemented together, and the in­ 
teriors in some cases are plastered. 
The houses are not unlike in appear­ 
ance to some of those of New England 
—a story and a half high with a gable 
on one end. 
“The old water works remain, and 
several reservoirs are in good cond I- 
lion.
